their address to the Govern- 
ment during January ef each 
year, 

The Immigration official 
urged al] aliens who have not 
yet complied .to go as sicon as 
possible to the nearest Post 
Office or Immigration Service 
office i file the report. 

He pointed out wilful fail-, 
ure to comply carries penalties 
including a fine and deport- 
ation, 

The official said an estimat- 
ed 19,000 aliens in this State 
have already complied with 
the address report require- 
mets, cempared to over 20,000 
who filed address reports last 
year.
